Bacteriological,  Chemical  and  Pathological  examinations 
arc  mado  at  the  County  Council  laboratory  -  free  uso  is  made  of  these 
facilities • 


HOSPITALS 


Tamworth  Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Borough,  but  it  also 
serves  tho  surrounding  districts. 

The  number  of  beds  available  is  70. 

Special  services  include  X  ray  ,and  Massage. 

Medical  and  Surgical  Consultants  from  Birmingham  are 
available  when  necessary. 

Tho  Public  Assistance  Hospital  can  accommodate  82 

patients . 


Infectious  Diseases  arc  treated  at  the  Tamworth  Isolation 
Hospital  which  is  administered  by  the  Tamworth  Joint  Hospital  Board. 

Mainly  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  aro 
accepted  there.  Other  casos  which  have  to  be  isolated  have  to  be 
sent  to  a  Hospital  belonging  to  some  other  Authority. 

Accommodation  for  maternity  casos  is  providod  at  the 
Public  Assistance  Institution,  Lichfield.  There  aro  two  private 
Maternity  Homes. 


Tuberculosis  cases  requiring  sanatorium  treatment  aro 
in  the  care  of  Staffordshire  County  Council. 

The  County  Council  providos  hospital  treatment  for 
Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  if  the  practitioner  in  charge 
of  the  case  desires  it. 

A  consultant  is  also  available  if  desired  in  difficult 
or  doubtful  Ante-natal  cases. 


AMBULANCE  FAC  I LITIES 

An  Ambulance  is  available  for  removal  of  cases  of 
infectious  diseasos  to  Isolation  Hospital  during  the  year.  Only  Civil 
Defence  Ambulances  have  been  available  for  non-inf ectious  casos. 


CLINICS  ALT)  TREATMENT  CENTRES 

Two  Welfare  Centres  arc  held  -  one  Tuesday  afternoon  and 

one  Thursday  afternoon. 

A  School  Clinic  is  open  on  Thursday  mornings  -  a  Nurse 
and  Medical  Officer  arc  in  attendance* 

An  Eye  Clinic  is  held  about  once  every  month  for- treat¬ 
ment  of  orrors  of  refraction  etc.  This  is  in  charge  of  tho  County 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon. 

The  County  Council  also  maintains  a  Dental  Clinic  where 
School  children  and  children  under  5  years  receive  treatment.  Expoctant 
and  nursing  mothers  also  receive  dental  treatment  there. 

An  Orthapoadic  Clinic  is  hold  at  College  Lane  Schoolroom. 
It  is  supported  by  voluntary  contributions  and  by  collection  of  fees 
fer  treatment.  Crippling  defects  among  elementary  school  children 
and  children  under  5  are  treated  free  if  parents  cannot  afford  fees. 

A  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  held  at  Lichfield  onco 
weekly,  to  which  cases  can  bo  referred  for  examination  by  the  County 
Tuberculosis  Officer.  Casos  are  also  visited  in  their  homes  by  this 
officer . 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


Vtfator  supply  is  constant,  amplo  and  of  good  quality  -  it 

is  chlorinated. 

Samples  arc  taken  monthly  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis.  'All  reports  arc  satisfactory.
